Porthcawl ‘persuades’ Lewis 
to tackle a a marathon 
charity swimming challenge

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PORTHCAWL resident Lewis 
Brown has just completed a 
gruelling (and very cold) swim¬ 
ming challenge - taking to 
the water for 100 consecutive 
days - with no wetsuit, writes 
PHILIP IRWIN. 

He has been so determined to never 
miss a day that, even when he and wife 
Jade went to London, he swam onee in 
the Serpentine in Hyde Park, and once 
in a London Dock. 

According the The OEM’s beekeep¬ 
ing correspondent, Harold Williams, 
this has been a warm winter, as far 


as his bees are concerned, but thanks 
to the regular cold winds blowing in 
off the Bristol Channel, Lewis would 
beg to differ. In Porthcawl, wind chill 
factor means just that! 

Over the 100 days, he has taken to 
the water at Porthcawl harbour (when 
the tide was in) and at Rest Bay when 
the tide was out. 

However, he drew inspiration from 
the experienced open water swimmers 
that he met in Porthcawl, and he told 
The GEM that their help and encour¬ 
agement had been crucial.

Filmakers - when 
you think you 
can’t, you Cannes! 


A COUPLE from Bridgend 
have produced a comedy film 
for the Cannes Film Festival. 

Chris Burke and Andrea Thompson 
didn’t want to listen to the news 
headlines anymore. They were tired 
of Brexit debates, online trolling and 
feeling freaked out at how young 
doctors looked. In short, they had hit 
middle age. But they weren’t going 
down without a fight - so they made 
a film! 

Andrea said: “We still have 
something to say, but as with many 
business sectors, the film industry 
doesn’t put much value in people 
beyond a certain age. It’s as if you 
become invisible - especially women. 
It’s hard for a female writer/director 
to be taken seriously if she’s middle 
aged.” 

With a self-funded, micro budget, 
the pair wrote, directed and edited 
Soul Mates, a 30-minute comedy 
about finding love in the strangest of 
places. 

After a casting call generated 
replies from more than 140 hopefuls, 
the pair whittled it down to five 
versatile and talented artists. Soul 


Mates was filmed during five days 
in November, using a beautiful 
woodland location at Balias Farm, 
Stormy Down. 

Chris believes that good comedy 
can still highlight serious issues. Two 
themes explored in the story are that 
living your life through social media 
can be lonely and ex-soldiers can 
suffer extreme stress responses to 
everyday problems. 

Chris said: “We didn’t want to 
make light of situations faced by 
many ex-soldiers, but we thought 
there would certainly be comic 
potential when the protagonist faces 
a combat-ready and highly stressed 
individual while on a blind date in an 
isolated woodland.” 

The story is about Alison who, 
realising that she has only one 
‘non-virtual’ friend and zero chances 
of finding a mate, agrees to go on a 
blind date. What she doesn’t realise 
is that the date involves wilderness 
camping and eating squirrels. It’s 
laugh-out-loud funny and if you’re 
seeking crazy escapism, then Soul 
Mates can certainly give you that!

Ten-year animal ban 
for Llanharan man 


A LLANHARAN man has 
been banned from keeping 
animals for 10 years after he 
neglected seven chickens and 
two turkeys. 

David Sanders (69) of Bethlehem 
View, Llanharan, Pontyelun, appeared 
at Cardiff Magistrates Court on January 
22 and pleaded guilty to five offenees 
under the Animal Welfare Aet 2006. 

The offenees took plaee at Pendre 
Allotments, Llanharan, where he 
eaused unneeessary suffering to seven 
ehiekens and turkeys for failing to 


address the eauses of their poor eondi- 
tion and weight loss, by failing to get 
proper and neeessary veterinary eare 
and attention for two ehiekens’ sour 
erop and by failing to get proper and 
neeessary veterinary eare for the two 
turkeys’ leg infeetions. 

He also failed to give all the birds a 
suitable environment and failed to meet 
their need for a suitable diet, ineluding 
aeeess to fresh drinking water. 

At the eourt hearing, Sanders was 
senteneed to 250 hours unpaid work, 
and was disqualified from keeping all 
animals for 10 years.

childcare costs 


THE Welsh 
Government’s new 
Childcare Offer 
scheme, which 
provides financial 
support towards 
childcare for 
working parents, 
is being introduced 
locally after being 
piloted elsewhere in 
Wales. 

The scheme offers 
30 hours a week of 
funded childcare and 
early education for up 
to 48 weeks of the year. 
It will be available to 
eligible working parents 
from the term after a 
child’s third birthday 
until the September 
following their fourth 
birthday. 

As children can start 
school from three years 
old in Bridgend County 
Borough, the biggest 
change to parents may 
be that the offer also 
extends to childcare 
during nine weeks of 
school holidays. 

Any formal childcare 
provider that parents use 
has to be registered with 
the Care Inspectorate 
Wales. 

Labour councillor 
Dhanisha Patel, 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council’s 
Cabinet Member for 
Wellbeing and Future 
Generations, said: “This 
new scheme has been 
very well received in 
other parts of Wales so 
we’re looking forward 
to it being introduced 


here later this year. 

Cllr Patel described 
as “very generous” 
the Foundation Phase 
Nursery provision, 
which entitles children 
to either a part-time or 
full-time nursery place 
in school after they turn 
three years old. 

“Parents participating 
in the scheme in other 
counties have reported 
that it has given them 
more flexibility with 
their work-based deci¬ 
sions as well as more 
disposable income. 

Many parents spend a 
lot of time worrying 
about childcare issues 
so hopefully this new 
scheme will help to 
make life a bit easier 
and reduce that stress.” 

Cllr Tom Giffard, 
leader of the 
Conservative Group 
on Bridgend County 
Borough Council, said: 
“Fm pleased that the 
Welsh Government has 
finally agreed to provide 
30-hours free childcare 
to help eligible working 
parents.” 

“This was a manifesto 
pledge issued in the 
Welsh Conservative 
2016 Assembly Election 
Manifesto, and I’m 
pleased the Welsh 
Government has finally 
listened to calls from 
parents and other parties 
to increase childcare 
provision.”

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Porthcawl’s 
historic toilets 
set to reopen 


THE historic John Street toi¬ 
lets in Porthcawl will reopen 
in mid-February and tempo¬ 
rary public toilets are being 
made available until then, the 
town council has said. 

Porthcawl Town Council has 
worked with local companies to 
provide the temporary toilets after the 
John Street facilities were closed at 
the start of the New Year and said that 
the John Street toilets should reopen 
on February 18. 

Town councillor Mike Clarke, who 
is also a Bridgend eounty councillor, 
said: “They will be open the same 
hours as before. There has been a lot 
of feedback in the town, particularly 
among traders, who say a huge num¬ 
ber of people have been saying they 
don’t thi nk they’ll come back any 
more due to the closure of the John 
Street toilets. 

“We felt there was a need to get 
something in place in the short-term. 

It wasn’t straight-forward for the 
eouncil to be able to handle it directly, 
so Cllr Brian Jones and myself 
eontacted some local businesses to see 
what could be done. 

“A1 Loo Hire in Bridgend will 
provide the temporary loos at the back 
of John Street car park near Harris 
Printers. 

“What we are trying to do is 
demonstrate to traders that we value 
them in our town centre and we really 


want to do all we can to support a 
vibrant town centre.” 

The temporary toilets, which 
include disabled facilities, will be 
maintained by a team of volunteer 
town councillors. 

Bridgend County Borough Council 
(BCBC) closed the John Street toilets 
- along with those in Porthcawl’s 
Griffin Park, Cheapside in Bridgend 
and at Maesteg Bus Station - on 
January 1, saying it could no longer 
afford to keep them open. 

In October, thousands of people 
signed a petition against the plans 
and in the days after their closure, 
local residents and traders reported 
seeing hundreds of people trying to 
use the toilets, raising concerns over 
the impact on young families, the 
disabled and the elderly. 

Cllr Clarke said the town council 
was currently awaiting a condition 
survey on the John St toilets from 
BCBC. He said: “Contractors will run 
the John Street toilets when we reopen 
them in February and Portheawl Town 
Council will foot the bill.” 

Over the coming months, Porthcawl 
Town Council will look into man¬ 
aging the costs of running the Grade 
Two listed building on a long-term 
basis.

Lewis tackles a marathon 
charity swimming challenge

Lewis and his wife 
Jade grew up in Devon, 
and Lewis was a life¬ 
guard at a local pool in 
his teens. However, his 
real enthusiasm was for 
the sea, and he went on 
to study oceanography in 
university. 

Jade gained a plaee at 
Cardiff Medical School 
so, after he gained his 
degree, the couple lived 
in Cardiff. While Jade 
continued her medical 
training, Lewis started 
work for the National 
Maritime Aquarium as an 
outreaeh officer for south 
Wales. A fair chunk 
of his work is visiting 
schools and talking about 
the marine environment. 
In recent years, this has 
meant talking a lot about 
plastic! 

By now, Lewis was 
getting more and more 
keen on open water 
swimming - particularly 
in the sea. That was dif¬ 
ficult from Cardiff, as it 
meant driving to Barry, 
so Porthcawl beckoned. 

What’s more, Lewis’ 
work with the National 
Maritime Aquarium led 
to a tie-in with Seaquest, 
which is the educational 
arm of the Porthcawl 
harbour side develop¬ 
ment. He has occasional 


use of Seaquest’s office 
in Porthcawl and, pre¬ 
sumably, will develop 
these links further when 
the Porthcawl Maritime 
Centre is completed, as 
Seaquest will be part of 
that eentre. 

On arriving in 
Porthcawl, Lewis made 
contact with the estab¬ 
lished group of sea 
swimmers and took his 
first dip (clad in a wet¬ 
suit) in February 2018. 

He said: “It was so 
cold it absolutely took 
my breath away, and I 
couldn’t believe that 
the Porthcawl people 
were doing it in just 
a regular swimming 
costume. Regulars like 
Tom Chapman and Ros 
Edmonds gave me so 
mueh encouragement.” 

A period of acclima¬ 
tisation followed and, as 
the summer rolled on, 
he discarded his wetsuit 
and determined that, 
anything they could do, 
he could do too. 

The regulars have a 
club called ‘Swimtastic’ 
and keep in touch by 
mobile phone, checking 
who wants to swim when 
and where. Over the 
summer, they showed 
Lewis how to plan longer 
swims safely, going, for 
instance, from Rest Bay 



to Ogmore.

The swimmers tend 
to liaise with the NCI 
Coastwatch volunteers 
who are based in the 
tower near Porthcawl 
harbour and who keep 
a watchful eye on the 
swimmers. 

As the summer wore 
on, Lewis decided to do 
the 100-day challenge, 
in aid of a charity that 
is already supported by 
the National Open Water 
Swimming Association. 
The charity, ‘Level 
Water’ helps disabled 
children learn to swim, 
and then aims to move 
them on to continue 
lessons with mainstream 


Back in his pool life¬ 
guard days, Lewis gave 
swimming lessons and 
remembers how impor¬ 
tant they were to disabled 
children, so Level water 
was an obvious ehoiee. 

He has passed his tar¬ 
get of £1,000, but GEM 
readers can still donate, 
on https://www.justgiv- 
ing.com/fundraising/ 
lewis-ocean-explorer. 

Lewis had great sup¬ 
port from the Porthcawl 
swimmers through the 
100 days, and it all 
finished on Saturday, 
January 26. He and Jade, 
both keen runners, ran 
the Porthcawl Park Run, 


which was depleted by 
strong winds and heavy 
rain, but for Lewis that 
was the easy part. 

The tide was in so he 
and four others, Colin 
Hughes, Tom Chapman, 
Ros Edmonds and Peter 
Shanley, made their 
way dow the slipway 
and headed out into the 
bay. Lewis added that 
Porthcawl has many 
tricky currents, but stay¬ 
ing in the eentre of the 
bay close to the harbour 
is pretty straightforward. 
Nevertheless, anyone 
contemplating trying sea 
swimming should take 
advice from the many 
knowledgable swimmers 
in Porthcawl. 

Lewis wrote a blog 
throughout the challenge 
and in that he said: “The 
ocean is my playground 
and through loving it, I 
have learnt more about it 
and care about ensuring 
the health of it in the 
future. 

“Through this chal¬ 
lenge I want people to 
engage with the ocean, 
take on their own ocean 
adventure and learn to 
love it, so that in the 
future they care about 
protecting it. Whether 
you have disabilities or 
not, all should be able to 
enjoy the water!”

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BCBC is ‘finally to 
tackle the blight’ 
of empty properties 



THE public is being 
invited to comment 
on a new strategy 
aimed at bringing 
empty proper¬ 
ties back into use 
across Bridgend 
County Borough. 

There are around 
1,200 private sector 
homes in the area which 
have been lying empty 
for at least six months, 
and more than 40 per 
cent of them have been 
empty for over two years. 

The majority of empty 
properties can be found 
around the town centres 
in Bridgend, Porthcawl 
and Maesteg, but the 
places with the highest 
percentage of empty 
properties are the Ogmore 
and Garw valleys. 

While not all empty 
properties are in a state 
of disrepair, many are, 
which can give a poor 
impression of an area 
and deter investment. 
Some empty properties 
also attract anti-social 
behaviour such as graf¬ 
fiti, arson and fly tipping. 

The council proposes 
to tackle the problem 
by working proactively 
with property owners 
to make them more 
aware of empty home 
grants and empty prop¬ 
erty loans that may be 


available to them. Where 
properties continue to 
remain empty and are 
a nuisance to the local 
community, the council 
will consider using its 
legislative powers such 
as enforced sales, empty 
dwelling management 
orders and compul¬ 
sory purchase orders. 

The council will also 
explore its options for 
increasing the council 
tax premium on proper¬ 
ties that are empty for 
two years or longer. 

Cllr Dhanisha Patel, 
BCBC’s Cabinet 
Member for Wellbeing 
and Future Generations, 
said: “We are committed 
to tackling the blight 


The Garw valley. 
of properties that have 
been lying empty for 
a long period of time 
and have deteriorated 
to a state of disrepair. 

“There are many 
reasons why proper¬ 
ties become empty, so 
together with our partners 
we want to survey prop¬ 
erty owners to establish 
what their issues are and 
regularly advise them of 
the help and assistance 
that is available to them 
such as grants and loans. 

“We’ve previously 
stated how keen we are 
to create more opportu¬ 
nities for people to live 
within our town centres 
as doing so would pro¬ 
vide a sizeable boost 
for the local economy. 
Bringing empty proper¬ 
ties back into use would 
support this ambition. 

“We haven’t owned 
any residential properties 
ourselves since the trans¬ 
fer of our housing stock 
in September 2003 to the 
Valleys to Coast housing 
association. However 
we will be working pro¬ 
actively to ensure that 
there is a co-ordinated 
approach to tackling this 
issue and preventing the 
negative consequences 
associated with empty 
properties from contin¬ 
uing or getting worse. 

“It will be essential for 
all information we hold 
about empty properties 
to be up to date and we’re 
proposing to develop a 
confidential online sys¬ 
tem so that people can 
report empty properties 
and any related issues.” 


The strategy suggests 
prioritising empty prop¬ 
erties on key criteria 
such as nuisance value, 
detriment, location and 
housing demand and not 
just how long a prop¬ 
erty has been empty. 

In response, Cllr Tom 
Giffard, Conservative 
Group Leader on 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council said: 
“We back proposals that 
will add another tool 
that will tackle empty 
houses that are in a state 
of disrepair because they 
can be a blight on com¬ 
munities and often be a 
magnet for anti-social 
behaviour. “However, 
we have called for this 
for some time and won¬ 
der why the council have 
not done this sooner.” 

“The council also 
proposed council tax 
premiums for properties 
that had been vacated 
for six months or longer. 
While we are not gener¬ 
ally opposed to this, we 
want to make sure that 
people selling homes on 
behalf of friends or rel¬ 
atives via probate aren’t 
penalised, as this process 
often takes much longer 
than six months and so 
we would therefore be 
targeting the wrong peo¬ 
ple if these were some 
of the people penalised.” 

A 12-week public 
consultation over the 
council’s ‘Empty 
Property Strategy 2019 - 
2023’ starts on Friday 1 
February and can be com¬ 
pleted at www.bridgend. 
gov.uk/consultation.

Local councUlor applauds 
new measures in stamping 
out domestic abuse 


A BRIDGEND council¬ 
lor has applauded the 
UK Government’s new 
moves to support vic¬ 
tims of domestic abuse 
- and pursue offenders. 

The ground breaking draft 
Domestic Abuse Bill also sets 
out the first ever statutory defi¬ 
nition of the crime to include 
economic abuse, and the impact of 
non-physical abuse. 

Cllr Carolyn Webster 
(Conservative), who represents 
the Newcastle ward, said: “This is 
certainly a positive step forward. 
Domestic abuse - physical and 
mental - wrecks lives. It can have 
a devastating effect on children 
and we must do all we can to 
make sure support is in place for 
victims, and that those responsi¬ 
ble for this despicable crime are 
brought to justice.” 

She added: “I am delighted to 
see the recognition of non-phys¬ 
ical abuse. Manipulative and 


controlling behaviour is totally 
unacceptable, it is toxic and 
undermines self-confidence in 
victims who are already struggling 
to cope.” 

Cllr Webster has worked locally 
with Bridgend County Borough 
Council and the domestic abuse 
advice and information service, 
Calan DVS. 

Recently she has been pushing 
for changes to the layout of the 
services’ Assia Suite, to make the 
setting less formal. 

She explained: “The Assia 
Suite was named after a local 
woman, Assia Newton, who was 
murdered by her estranged hus¬ 
band after years of abuse. It is a 
constant reminder of what can 
happen, and that domestic abuse 
is not something that happens 
somewhere else.” 

Domestic abuse is reported to 
affect 6 per cent of all adults, 
and cost Wales and England £66 
billion between 2016/17. 

Home Secretary Sajid Javid 


added: “Domestic abuse shatters 
lives and tears families apart. It 
can happen anywhere, to anyone. 
Protecting victims, as well as sup¬ 
porting survivors, is at the heart of 
our strengthened response to this 
horrific crime.” 

The new measures include £8m 
of Home Office funding to sup¬ 
port children affected by domestic 
abuse as well as supporting ser¬ 
vices by bolstering protection for 
victims and helping to expose and 
bring abusers to justice. 

Under new rules, abusers would 
be barred from cross-examining 
victims in family courts, courts 
would be given greater powers and 
a Domestic Abuse Commissioner 
would be appointed to drive the 
response to domestic abuse issues. 

Cllr Webster is holding a 
surgery for Newcastle Ward 
residents on Saturday, February 
2 at Halo Life Centre (Bridgend 
Rec) from 10am to 12pm, All 
residents are welcome to attend.

Council plans a new strategy to 
tackle problem of homelessness 


I N the midst of 
Brexit dominat¬ 
ing the news, 
it is good to take 
stock and focus on 
other pressing and 
important issues, 
three in particular 
have struck a chord 
with me this week. 

I recently chaired a 
debate in Westminster 
Hall on the Widowed 
Parent’s Allowance, 
being chair I had the 
chance to sit back and 
listen to the points and 
arguments being made. 
Although well inten- 
tioned, the allowance 
only makes provision 
for families who lose 
a parent to receive an 
entitlement if the parents 
are married or in a civil 
partnership. The law 
does not allow for the 
increasingly common 
situation of long term 
relationships where 
people choose not to get 
married. 

The potential result 
of this is that if a family 
finds itself bereaved they 
will be unable to claim 
the benefits they would 
be entitled to. This 
could easily push some 
families into poverty and 
home loss when trying 
to reconstruct their lives 
after a devastating loss. 

This is the effect of a 
policy designed in the 
1940s, with honourable 
intentions, failing to 
keep up with today’s 
social attitudes. 

It is a particular 
potential issue in Wales, 
as we are the part of 
the UK where couples 
are mostly likely to opt 


not to get married. This 
debate weighed on my 
mind on the way to 
the station where the 
taxi driver told me that 
despite being with his 
partner for a number 
of years and having 
two children, they 
had decided not to get 
married, but to save to 
buy a house instead. 
Marriage had become 
an economic choice to 
them. 

They wanted to save 
to buy a house to give 
themselves security. 

Then they would look 
to get married. This 
is a financial choice 
many Welsh couples 
are making which could 
leave a partner and their 
children in a potentially 
ruinous situation. 

The second issue that 
struck me is cervical 
cancer screening. It 
was Cervical Cancer 
Screening Week, so I 
was shocked to learn 
that the number of peo¬ 
ple going for smear tests 
is declining. One in four 
women are not attending 
their appointment. The 
number not attending 
rises in older age groups. 

However, nine women 
are diagnosed with 
cervical cancer every 
day and screening can 
prevent 75 per cent of 


cervical cancers from 
developing. Screening 
is not something any 
woman looks forward to, 
but it does save lives. 

Finally an update on 
my Bill to give those 
diagnosed with terminal 
illnesses a fast track 
access to benefits. At 
present people have 
to complete a lengthy 
application form online 
for Universal Credit and 
face interviews with a 
work coach. Patients 
have to ask for the bene¬ 
fit. Doctors have to state 
that death is likely to 
occur within six months 
to access the terminal 
illness benefits. 

This is an almost 
impossible task. Many 
doctors believe the 
benefit is only for those 
with cancer. Polling 
found that 31 per cent of 
GPs have never signed a 
DS1500 terminal illness 
form for a non-cancer 
patient, whereas 93 
per cent have signed a 
DS1500 for a cancer 
patient. 

I had another meeting 
with the Minister this 
week to discuss the Bill. 
So far we have achieved 
promises of changes to 
wordings and improved 
guidance for GPs but no 
move on removing the 
six month rule. 


BRIDGEND County 
Borough Council 

(BCBC) has recruited 
a mental health out¬ 
reach worker to work 
with residents who 
are homeless or facing 
homelessness and need 
specialist support. 

The number of peo¬ 
ple coming to the local 
authority for help either 
because they were home¬ 
less or about to become 
homeless hit 1,020 dur¬ 
ing 2017/18. 

According to a report 
which went before coun¬ 
cillors at a cabinet meet¬ 
ing on January 22, the 
biggest reason for home¬ 
lessness, at 19 per cent, is 
the loss of rented or tied 
accommodation - where 
housing is provided by 
your employer. 

The second reason, at 
13 per cent, is because a 
parent is no longer able 
or willing to accommo¬ 
date their child. 

The local authority’s 
draft homelessness 
strategy which is about 
to go out to public con¬ 
sultation aims to help 
prevent homelessness by 
improving collaboration 
between external organ¬ 
isations and how people 
access services. 

As part of the strategy, 
BCBC is developing 
a new system where 
people will be able to 
make and manage their 
applications online via a 
customer portal - officers 
say it will help reduce the 
need for people to repeat 
their story. 

A Housing First pro¬ 
ject is also taking place 
in the town which pro¬ 
vides rough sleepers with 
accommodation and then 
‘wraps’ services around 
them with support from 
multiple agencies 

Meanwhile, a mental 
health outreach worker 
recently recruited by 
BCBC is involved with 
the development of pilot 
mental health and sub¬ 
stance misuse outreach 
support services which 
are expected to be fully 
operational by February. 

In preparation for the 
winter, BCBC joined 
up with a number of 
charities to expand and 
increase services for the 
homeless. It involves an 
afternoon service in and 
around Bridgend town 
centre to allow people to 


access a safe, dry, warm 
and friendly environment 
to escape poor weather. 

Speaking at the 
cabinet meeting on 
Tuesday council leader 
Huw David said: “This 
draft strategy is a very 
sad report on the home¬ 
lessness that exists on 
our streets and in our 
communities. 

“It’s a damning indict¬ 
ment on wider society 
that it’s still an issue. 

“The worst statistic I 
read is that the second 
biggest reason for home¬ 
lessness is that parents 
are no longer able or 
willing to accommodate 
16-18 year olds. 

“I’m pleased we have 
a family mediation ser¬ 
vice in place and we are 


going to strengthen col¬ 
laboration between social 
services and housing.” 

Speaking at a full 
council meeting the 
following day cabinet 
member for wellbeing 
and future generations 
Dhanisha Patel said the 
strategy was co-produced 
with landlords, registered 
social landlords, the 
homeless and the third 
sector. 

She said: “It sets out 
how the council plans to 
work even more closely 
with partner organisa¬ 
tions and landlords to 
help prevent homeless¬ 
ness, whether that be hid¬ 
den homeless or rough 
sleepers. 

“It aims to make it 
easier for people who 


are threatened with 
homelessness to access 
support services - for 
example the ‘early doors’ 
scheme and the family 
mediation service. 

“It also aims to ensure 
that there is sufficient 
accommodation availa¬ 
ble for individuals and 
families in need. 

“There are often 
complex reasons for 
why people become or 
remain homeless. One 
of the objectives of this 
strategy is to ensure that 
the solutions are easily 
accessible, readily avail¬ 
able and designed around 
the needs of the people 
who use them.”

£60k for rail feasibility 


study in 

AN award of £60,000 from the 
Welsh Government’s Local 
Transport Fund to Bridgend 
County Borough Council to 
carry out a feasibility study 
for the Penprysg road rail 
bridge (also known as Grants 
Bridge) in Pencoed has been 
made. 

This has followed a campaign by 
local elected representatives in the 
area over several years. 

Pencoed has a level crossing in 
the centre of town, which can be 
closed for as much as 40 minutes of 
every hour, and a narrow single-lane 
bridge with traffic-lights over the 
railway in town. 

This award, it is hoped, from 
Welsh Government will see work 
commence to examine the feasibility 
of enhancing the capacity of the 
bridge to take more traffic, and 
allowing the level crossing to be 
closed for good. 

Labour MP Chris Elmore said: 
“We hope that this encouraging news 
from Welsh Government will lay 
the groundwork for UK Government 


Pencoed 

Ministers to play their part too, 
because there is no doubt that UK 
funding for rail infrastructure needs 
to be put into the upgrading of the 
rail bridge and the closure of the 
level crossing. They need to be ready 
to help too.” 

Conservative AM Suzy Davies 
said: “Many residents have already 
voiced concerns that borough resi¬ 
dents don’t seem to be getting much 
from the South Wales Metro plans, 
so I wonder whether this work could 
help redress the balance. 

“I’ve also made representations 
about the bridge and crossing 
following the loss of infrastructure 
modernisation which electrification 
could have brought. 

“I hope then, should this very wel¬ 
come work give a clear steer on the 
way ahead, that the UK Government 
will be supportive, be it through the 
City Deal or otherwise.”

Removal of tolls a boost 
for economy says MP 


LAST month’s removal of the 
tolls on the two River Severn 
bridges will provide a major 
boost for the south Wales econ¬ 
omy, said MP Alun Cairns. 

The Welsh Secretary and Vale MP 
said in the Commons that removal of 
the tolls will drive the biggest eco¬ 
nomic stimulus Wales has seen in 
decades. 

He said it would put over £1,400 a 
year into the pockets of hard-working 
motorists and boost the south Wales 
economy by £100 million. 

Mr Cairns also welcomed efforts 
being made to encourage closer 
working between south Wales and the 
south-west of England, giving them the 
chance to attract more investment. 


He told MPs: “The great western 
powerhouse allows the south-west of 
England and south Wales to market 
themselves jointly to start competing 
with the northern powerhouse and the 
Midlands engine.” 

Mr Cairns also said efforts are being 
made across government departments 
to decentralise civil service jobs from 
London to south Wales. 

He warned that abolishing the Severn 
tolls has also created challenges. 

Mr Cairns said: “We need better 
integration for projects such as the 
Chepstow bypass and other road pro¬ 
jects that work cross-border, and we 
need to harness those as priorities.”

Sad death of Windsor Davies 
brought back childhood 
memories for Portheawl man 


THE sad death earlier this 
month of Windsor Davies 
- most famous for It Ain 7 
Half Hot Mum, but very 
fondly remembered in 
Wales for the BBC Wales 
comedy. Grand Slam - 
brought back memories 
for one Portheawl man. 

David Richards grew up 
next door to Windsor, his par¬ 
ents and sister in Nanymoel. 
Windsor was seven years older 
than David, and this was the 
period when Nantymoel was 
100 per cent a mining town, 
with three mines operating: the 
Ocean Weston, the Wyndham 
and the Penllyn Gwent 
(known locally as the Drift). 

It was a friendship that, despite 
their lives taking very differ¬ 
ent paths, would be renewed 
at regular intervals in London. 

Both attended Ogmore 
Grammar School and Windsor 
did work in the mines for a while, 
but then went to north Wales to 
teacher training college. There 


was an interruption for National 
Service but then he returned to 
teaching in London. He was 29 
when his wife encouraged him 
to take a drama course, and he 
then became a full-time actor. 

David, now a retired Chief 
Superintendent with the 
Metropolitan Police, recalled: 
“I followed him to London 
when I joined the Metropolitan 
Police and we would meet 
up over the years as he con¬ 
tinued his acting career. 

“Windsor lived in number 4 
Graig Fryn, Nantymoel, and I, 
together with my parents, lived 
in number 3. They were terraced 
houses and as such we lived our 
lives very close to each other 
with small gardens at the front 
of the house and at the back 
was a shed for the coal and 
another small shed for the WC. 

“Windsor always had a sense 
of humour and on one occasion 
locked his father in the glass¬ 
house in their garden during a 
very hot day. While Windsor’s 
father pleaded to be let out. 


Windsor was laughing outside. 

David continued: “When we 
met up again in London, I recall 
he talked about his National 
Service. On one occasion, his 
unit were posted overseas, so 
they were driven to the troop¬ 
ship and, on arrival, there were 
several more lorry journeys 
before reaching their camp. 

“When he got there, he dis¬ 
covered he had lost his rifle. 
He said that he had received a 
ferocious telling off from the 
Sgt Major, and I suspect he 
drew on that experience when 
he played Battery Sergeant 
Major Tudor Bryn Williams. 

“Again in London, Windsor 
came along to see my grandfa¬ 
ther on one occasion. Windsor 
lived with his family in Kentish 
Town and for a time I lived 
in Tuffnel Park, hence we 
bumped into each other on reg¬ 
ular occasions. As a Sergeant 
at West End Central, I recall 
meeting Windsor in the West 
End in the early hours of the 
morning when he explained that 


he had been filming all night. 

“The last time we met was 
in Hyde Park with an event 
involving St John Ambulance. 
A very loud sports car was 
being driven around Hyde 
Park and in the passenger seat 
was Windsor. He was as usual 
smiling and laughing and obvi¬ 
ously enjoying the occasion. 
We exchanged a few words and 
he then continued his journey. 

“His parents, I believe, came 
originally from north Wales 
and then moved to London. 
His mother had a favourite 
story about the war. They 
were being bombed and she 
was very anxious to get to the 
air raid shelter. She called to 
Windsor’s father to hurry up 
and he replied that he could not 
find his false teeth. She replied: 
“It’s bombs their dropping, 
not sandwiches.’ His parents 
had a good sense of humour, 
which Windsor inherited.”

Local residents asked 
for their opinions 
on education services 


ESTYN has launched a survey 
to ask residents in Bridgend 
for their views on how well 
education services pro¬ 
vided by the council support 
schools and youth services. 

The survey asks parents, carers, 
learners and anyone working or 
involved in education to help inspec¬ 
tors judge how effective the education 
services are at ensuring young people 
receive the education they are entitled 
to.

@Inspectors will be considering 
how well the education services help 
pupils to achieve, support those who 
are vulnerable or have particular needs, 
and provide youth support services for 
those aged 11-25.” 

The survey is part of the new inspec¬ 
tion framework for local government 
education services in Wales. Results 
from the survey will be used to inform 
the inspection of Bridgend which 
begins in March.

Jade had her Selective 
Dorsal Rhizotomy (SDR) 
operation in July in St Louis. 
In the six months following 
she has made good progress. 

She has intensive physiother¬ 
apy twice per week and spends 
a lot of time every day doing 
exercises.

She can now stand and 
walk a bit on her own. 

Her one difficulty is that balance 
is sometimes difficult, so she has 
to be near something to hold on 
to or have someone to steady her.

Jade has started learning to play 
pool - an impossible task when she 
was in a wheelchair but now she 
can lean on the table for balance.

The book examines 
the life and times and 
mysterious vanishing of 
the complex musician 
and lyricist. It considers 
the many theories and 
suggestions as to what 
became of Richey. Some 
believe that he took his 
own life, seeking an 
escape from his depres¬ 
sion and anxieties. At the 
other end of the scale, 
there are those who pre¬ 
fer to think that Richey 
skilfully planned his own 
disappearance, and wait 
in hope for him to return. 
However, Withdrawn 
Traces reveals a myriad 
of other possibilities 
and evaluates their 
likelihood. 

Sara was given 
unprecedented access to

the lyricist’s vast archive 
by her friend, Rachel 
Edwards, Richey’s sis¬ 
ter. The book contains 
over 50 personal plates 
from the collection and 
features Richey’s early 
school essays, poems, 
letters and notes from 
his time in Swansea 
University, together 
with photographs of his 
family, friends and the 
Manics themselves. “It 
is a fascinating treasure 
trove, which gave us a 
huge insight into this 
talented and conflicted 
man’s inner psyche. He 


was far more than a rock 
musician. He was a gifted 
poet, writer, prolific 
thinker and intellectual,” 
Sara comments. 

Since her brother’s 
disappearance, Rachel 
Edwards has channelled 
all her efforts into find¬ 
ing out what happened 
to him. She and Sara 
desperately hope that 
Withdrawn Traces might 
elicit new information 
which may eventually 
lead to finding out what 
became of Richey. 

Sara has been a 
recipient of a Writer’s 
Bursary from Literature 
Wales on two occa¬ 
sions, most recently for 
Armour the Saints, about 
Jewish assassin Herschel 
Grynszpan, the teenager 
who some claim to have 
started World War 2. 
[Grynszpan’s assassi¬ 
nation of the German 
diplomat Ernst vom Rath 
on November 7, 1938 in 
Paris was used by the 
Nazis as a pretext to 
launch Kristallnacht, the 
anti-Semitic pogrom of 
November 9-10, 1938]. 

She has also written 
several plays which 
have been performed 


in Cardiff’s Sherman 
Theatre and Chapter 
Arts Centre. She has a 
Degree in Professional 
and Creative Writing 
from the University of 
Glamorgan.

Adam McKay’s Vice is a 
vibrant, compelling and 
stunning piece of work...

H aving 
served as 
vice-presi¬ 
dent to George W 
Bush, Dick Cheney 
should be one of the 
most well-known 
men in history. 

However, aside from 
questionable deeisions 
made while in office, 
very little is known 
about the man who was 
arguably the power 
behind the throne of the 
presidency of the United 
States of America. 

In Vice, Adam McKay 
attempts to unravel 
Cheney’s life. Portrayed 
by Christian Bale, we 
see Cheney and his wife 
Lynne (Amy Adams) 
go from Wyoming 
to the corridors of 
power in Washington, 
along the way meeting 
figures such as Donald 
Rumsfeld (Steve Carrell) 
and George W Bush 
(Sam Rockwell) who 
will shape and define the 
career of Cheney and the 
impact his decisions had 


on society and history... 

In The Big Short, 
Adam McKay, previ¬ 
ously known for comedy 
films like Anchorman 
and Step Brothers, made 
a film about the financial 
meltdown of 2006/2007 
that tackled serious 
subject matter but 
handled it with a loose 
and light touch that was 
absolutely superb. 

He tries a similar trick 
with Vice, attempting to 
unravel the life of one of 
history’s most polarising 
figures, and he succeeds 
in making a film that 
doesn’t shy away from 
the seriousness of the 
subject matter, but 
presents it without the 
portentousness that 
these films tend to come 
saddled with. 

Given the events that 
took place in Cheney’s 
political career (certainly 
the most notable 
being the years spent 
as George W Bush’s 
second-in-command) 
and the mystery that 
surrounds him, he is

certainly perfect subject 
matter for a film. But 
how do you manage to 
make a film about a man 
who has made a career, 
a life even, of living 
in the shadows, being 
the power behind the 
throne? 

McKay’s response 
is to make a film that 
clings to the truth, but 
tonally plays things with 
a lighter touch, and it 
pays great dividends. 

Much like The Big 
Short, he gives the 
film an urgent, yet 
woozy feel, with some 
wonderful little tricks 
and stylistic nods (a 
fake credit-roll midway 
through the film is a 
beautiful touch) that give 
the film a strong sense of 
identity. 

Having written the 
script as well, McKay 


has a solid handle on the 
material. He is keenly 
aware of how to present 
material like this, and 
crafts an engaging story 
that, as an opening title 
card puts it, they’ve tried 
their best to put together 
when the source material 
is so scarce. 

It would be easy for 
McKay to paint Cheney 
as this figure of hate, 
damning him for his 
actions, but he takes 
great pains to paint 
Cheney as a complex 
character who is driven 
by the bigger picture 
and his belief in what 
he felt was the greater 
good, regardless of the 
collateral damage. 

He is blessed with 
a quite phenomenal 
cast who all offer per¬ 
formances that match. 
Christian Bale’s physical 
transformation from 
youthful Cheney to bald, 
barrel-bellied Cheney 
may have been achieved 
wholly naturally (no 
prosthetics here) but that 
isn’t the main talking 
point of his performance. 

With his measured 
tones, a self-righteous¬ 
ness and self-assurance 
that never seems to 
wobble and a coldness 
that is sometimes played 
for laughs, sometimes 
played for horror. Bale 
is absolutely incredible 
here. It’s a performance 
of quiet, controlled 
power, and is mesmeris¬ 
ing to watch. 

Equally as superb is 
Amy Adams as his wife 


Lynne. In many ways 
she is the driving force, 
turning Cheney from 
a power-line worker 
to (arguably) the most 
powerful man in the 
world, and is equally 
capable of being cold¬ 
blooded when she has 
to. Her performance is a 
wonderful foil for Bale, 
and the pair share a 
tremendous connection. 

Both Sam Rockwell 
and Steve Carrell are 
superb as Bush and 
Rumsfeld respectively, 
while around them the 
likes of Jesse Plemons 
(as a cleverly-used 
narrator), Tyler Perry 
and Alison Pill all offer 
tremendous support. 

This is one of those 
rare films where there 
are so few missteps 
along the way. 

Instead, Vice is a phe¬ 
nomenal piece of work, 
a dazzling and engaging 
portrait of a complex 
man and his place in 
history. 

VERDICT: A truly 
exceptional piece of 
filmmaking. Vice has 
energetic direction from 
Adam McKay, and some 
breathtaking perfor¬ 
mances from Christian 
Bale and Amy Adams 
among an impeccable 
cast. Powerful, relevant 
yet delivered with a 
wonderfully-judged tone, 
this is superb filmmak¬ 
ing. Essential viewing.

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Man ordered to pay back 
£35,000 at POCA hearing 


A MAN, who was found asleep in 
a car in Barry next to bundles of 
cash, has been ordered to pay back 
more than £35,000 he made from 
his criminal lifestyle. 

Joseph Hilton, aged 23, of Manehester, 
was senteneed in July 2018, to 9 months 
imprisonment after pleading guilty to offer¬ 
ing to supply a eontrolled drug of elass 
B - eannabis and aequiring/use/possess 
eriminal property. 

Following his convietion. South Wales 
Police’s financial investigators began pro¬ 
ceedings under the Proceeds of Crime 
Act (POCA) to recover any cash or assets 
gained as a result of his crimes. 

At a POCA hearing in Cardiff Crown 
Court on January 29 Hilton was ordered to 
pay back £35,650.84 within three months 
or face nine months imprisonment. 

The court previously heard, officers 
attended Hood Road, Barry, on April 1, 


2018, in response to a report of a man 
slumped over in a car with the engine 
running. They found Hilton asleep in the 
driver’s seat of a BMW one series. 

While trying to wake the defendant, 
officers smelt alcohol and observed a large 
amount of cash on the passenger’s seat. 

They seized £5,000 in cash, a gold Rolex 
watch, an amount of cannabis along with 
£400 in cash which was found on Hilton. 

In his police interview, Hilton claimed 
the £5,000 found on the seat was going 
to be used to buy a car in Manchester but 
he didn’t have time to purchase the car 
before travelling down to Cardiff to watch 
a boxing match. 

Evidence found on the defendant’s 
phone showed videos of him handling large 
quantities of cash and flaunting expensive 
watches and designer clothing. 

Detective Inspector Dean Taylor said: 
“Videos found on the defendant’s phone 
showed him living an extravagant lifestyle 


for a person who was unemployed. Our 
financial investigations are committed to 
investigating the financial affairs of crimi¬ 
nals to determine the extent of their profits. 

“The public can really help us by pass¬ 
ing on any information about people who 
may be making a living off their criminal 
lifestyle. Generally, these people are clearly 
seen to spend more than their apparent 
disposable income. 

“We are determined to deal with drug 
issues in our area, and will take robust 
action against anyone who attempts to 
distribute illegal drugs. 

“I would like to thank the community 
for the information provided and would 
urge anyone with any information about 
drug dealing in our communities should 
have confidence to report it to us - call 
us on 101, or report it anonymously to 
Crimestoppers on 0800 555 111.”

‘Boat in a box’ 
refugee rescuer 
returns to Vale 


JANE Hutt AM 
met with Robin 
Jenkins recently to 
hear about his work 
with refugees and 
his recent experi¬ 
ence working with 
a humanitarian 
group in December 
aboard the Dutch 
vessel Sea-Watch 3. 

Mr Jenkins, originally 
from the Vale and an 
alumnus of Atlantic 
College, has been work¬ 
ing with lifeboats since 
his time at the College 
where the rigid-hulled 
inflatable lifeboat was 
invented. 

Mr Jenkins runs 
Atlantic Pacific, an NGO 
that evolved from a visit 
to Japan in 2014 to visit 
to Japan following the 
earthquake and tsunami 
of March 2011. 

Atlantic College 
designed and built a small 
easy-to-use rigid-hulled 
inflatable lifeboat*. A 
40ft shipping container 
was then outfitted to 
hold both lifeboat and a 
mobile lifeboat station 
containing a workshop 
for fixing the lifeboat and 
a changing facility for 


the crew. 

Mr Jenkins trains vol¬ 
unteers having assisted 
as crew member on 
lifeboats for the past 15 
years and seeing how 
ill-prepared many crews 
were for dealing with 
refugees. 

He said that their next 
goal would be to take the 
‘Lifeboat in a Box’ to 
Mozambique. 

Ms Hutt said: “In 
this week when we are 
promoting Wales as a 
‘nation of sanctuary’, 
Mr Jenkins’ courage and 
dedication to supporting 
people in the greatest 
need is exemplary to us 
all.’ 

^As reported before in 
The GEM, Rear Admiral 
Desmond Hoare, in 1962 
and recently retired from 
the Royal Navy, was 
the first headmaster of 
Atlantic College. With 
the help of students, he 
designed and built the 
rigid inflatable boat 
(RIB), patenting the 
design in 1973. He sold 
the rights to the design 
the the RNLI for £1. He 
was paid by cheque, and 
did not cash the cheque.

HOUSE prices in 
Wales have reached 
an all-time peak, 
with the aver¬ 
age house price 
across the country 
now £186,699. 

The figures have been 
released today from 
Principality Building 
Society’s Wales 
House Price Index for 
October to December 
2018, which shows the 
rise and fall of house 
prices in each of the 
22 local authorities. 

The new peak in 
Wales recorded in 
December is £2,000 
higher than the previ¬ 
ous highest average in 
September 2018. Price 
growth in the fourth 
quarter of 2018 slowed 
down to just 0.3 per 
cent compared with 
the previous quarter 
at 3.6 per cent, but the 
number of house sales 
in 2018 compared to 
2017 remain broadly the 
same at just over 48,000. 

Six local authority 
areas had annual price 
increases of 6 per cent 
or higher. These were 
Torfaen (8.7 per cent), 
Caerphilly (7.5 per cent), 
Blaenau Gwent (7.2 per 
cent), Newport (6.5 per 
cent), Monmouthshire 


(6.1 per cent) and the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
(6.0 per cent). 

With the exception 
of the Vale these areas 
are all located in the 
south-east corner of 
Wales, indicating that 
these local authorities 
are still reaping the 
benefits of the removal 
of the Severn Bridge 
tolls with an increase in 
commuting to Bristol, 
where the average 
house price is £325,000. 

Tom Denman, chief 
financial officer at 
Principality Building 
Society said: “There are 
a number of possible rea¬ 
sons why Welsh house 
prices are at an all-time 
high - interest rates are 
currently close to their 
historic low, the number 
of people in work is near 
an all-time high while 
average weekly earnings 
have risen above the 
rate of inflation. Welsh 
Government housing 
schemes have also 
helped would-be prop¬ 
erty owners on to, and 
up, the housing ladder. 

“We know from 
a recent survey that a 
quarter of people in 
Wales admit Brexit is 
affecting whether they 
buy or sell a home. 
Brexit has undoubtedly 


affected the market but 
so far hasn’t dampened 
the market in Wales as 
much as England, with 
the number of prop¬ 
erty sales estimated to 
be on a par with last 
year. Affordability of 
homes in the country 
compared to areas of 
south-west England is 


likely to have helped 
growth, along with 
supply and demand.” 

The three local author¬ 
ity areas that have seen 
average house prices fall 
over the last year are 
Pembrokeshire (-1.4 per 
cent), Denbighshire (-1.9 
per net) and Neath Port 
Talbot (-2.4 per cent).

FOR Vale 
Council activities 
coordinator Sam 
Gordon, running 
sports sessions for 
schoolchildren isn’t 
the most exhausting 
part of his day. 

That’s because the 
24-year-old is one of 
UK Athletics’ hottest 
prospects who spends 
most mornings training 
on the track. 

Sam is a sprinter and 
currently Wales’ fastest 
man, with a 100-metre 
personal best of 10.14 
seconds. 

Next month he will 
be competing in the 
British Championships 
in Birmingham before 
travelling to Glasgow 
for March’s European 
Indoor Championships. 

Fitted around that 
hectic schedule, the 
man hailed one of the 
country’s rising stars 
organises after-school 
activities for pupils 
across the Vale. 


“I’m an activities 
coordinator for the Vale 
Council, which means 
I go to schools around 
the Vale taking sports 
sessions,” he said. 

“It’s not PE, where 
people have to get 
grades, this is fun and 
we can have a good 
time. That’s what sport’s 
about. 

“I thoroughly enjoy 
my job, but balancing 
it with training, as any 
other athlete will say, is 
really tough. 

“Training-wise, I 
probably do 18 to 20 
hours a week and am 
making steady progress. 

“I keep the mindset 
that I don’t want to be 
outworked so you could 
say I have the mentality 
of an underdog. 

“I come into every 
session, every race, as 
the underdog knowing 
that I’ve put in the work 
of a champion. That 
sounds so cliche, but 
you’ve got to think like 
that or else you’ll never 


“If I achieve all the 
goals I’ve set myself it 
could be a very long, 
but very rewarding year 
where I could get my 
name on the global stage 
so people start knowing 
who I am,” Sam added. 

“My goal is to be the 
fastest Welsh sprinter 
in history. I do want to 
have that title of the first 
Welsh runner to run sub- 
10 seconds. 

“Sprinting isn’t cheap 
and athletics isn’t cheap 
and I don’t have any 
sponsors whatsoever. 

“Most of the elite 
athletes in Great Britain 
have financial backing 
due to Lottery funding. 
I’m probably on 10 per 
cent of what they’re 
earning so what that 
means is I do still have 
to work. But that’s fine 
because I like the job.”
